The Pentagon has launched 
an investigation, including re- 
’ quests that “suspects” take lie 
’ detector tests, to find out who 
. gave Congress information 
; about the proposal to sink the 
, Navy’s older Polaris subma- 
rines. 

Some hackers of the ABM 
(anti-ballistic-missile) in Con- 
gress feai; the investigation 
may become a side issue be- 
cause of its focus on punishing 
defense personnel who supply 
information to the lawmakers 
outside of official channels. 

A spokesman for Chairman 
John Stennis (D-Miss.) of the 
Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, when queried about 
the Pentagon security probe, 
said, “We are aware of the 
case and are now collecting 
the facts from some of the 
people involved.” 

Senate sources said yester- 
day that they have received 
complaints of , harassment and 
pressure from Pentagon per- 
: sonnel under investigation. 

The security investigation 
was prompted by a Washing- 
, ton Post story of May 23 

- which revealed that Pentagon 
civilian analysts had proposed 

- sinking the oldest 10 of the 

- Navy’s 41 Polaris submarines 
• to save money. The document
